About  this  film 

Here  is  the  account  of  what  war  did  to 
the  children  of  Europe  and  what  is  be- 
ing done  to  help  them.  An  army  of  60 
million  sick  and  starving  children  are 
fighting  for  existence  in  Europe's 
shattered  cities.  Homeless,  hungry, 
with  their  schools  in  ruins,  many  look 
back  to  the  "good  old  days"  of  fascist 
ceremony  and  totalitarian  discipline.
